WARE - For a short time last 
Thursday night, June 3, the Mary 
Lane family was together again. 

The former employees met in 
the closed parking lot of the hos- 
pital, which had closed at noon 
earlier in the day. Trickling into 
the parking lot one and two at a 
time, they hugged each other and 
were joyful upon seeing former 
coworkers they hadn’t seen for 
some time, and others they had 
just seen earlier in the day.

They laughed, caught up with 
each other, but they were all sad in 
the wake of Mary Lane’s closure 
of its satellite emergency facility at 
noon Thursday. 

Baystate Health officials Dr. 
Mark Kerouack and Molly Gray 
announced in late January they 
were closing Mary Lane’s emer- 
gency and cancer services by the 
end of June, and the rest of the 
services at the campus over the 
following 18 months. 

“We’re still a family, we’re all 
happy to see each other tonight, 
but it’s sad, it feels like a wake,” 
said Peggy Baxter, who worked 
at the hospital for 19 years as a 
non-clinical educator. 

“I was actually working here 
today, it was terrible,’ said Jennifer 
Bolduc, who had worked for 10 
years as a registered nurse in the 
ER. “We’ve taken care of so many 
people in this small community; 
the person you’re grocery shop- 
ping with could be someone you’re 
soon taking care of.” 

Another described how the 
Mary Lane sign on the building at 
the entrance was removed before 
the hospital actually closed on 
June 3, and was sawed in half by 
the workman. 

They hugged, joked, told sto- 
ries, laughed loudly, teased each 
other and cried for a couple of 
hours, remembering what it was 
like to be together. 

“What you see here tonight, 
that’s how it was,” said Cheryl 
Joubert, who worked as a nurse. 
“ We all got along, we laughed 
and joked — everyone was equal, 
nobody was up on a pedestal. And 
we knew our patients, we’d see 
them and say, “Roger, why are you 
still smoking?” We really knew 
them.”

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Voters show 
Interest In 
reconvened 
Charter 
Commission

WARE — Although it 
wasn’t binding, 54% of the 
Annual Town Meeting voters 
expressed an interest in a new 
Charter Commission, while 
46% voted no, on May 24 at 
the Ware Junior Senior High 
School. 

Resident Terrance Smith put 
together a petition signed by 
himself and 17 others, asking 
Town Manager Stuart Beckley 
to put together a new Charter 
Commission. 

Smith had said it is time 
to fold the amendments that 
have been made to the 2007 
Town Charter into the doc- 
ument itself and also to add 
another amendment hold- 
ing SelectBoard members to 
account on their actions by 
providing a code of conduct 
and ethics as well as a proce- 
dure for their removal if nec- 
essary. 

Town Moderator Kathleen 
Coulombe told Smith that the 
way to start a new Charter 
Commission would be to 
have 15% of the town’s vot- 
ers sign a petition saying they 
wanted that to happen. If 
enough signatures were certi- 
fied, then it would go on the 
next town election ballot to be 
decided by voters, she said. 
The town manager does not

Third teen 
charged in 
Grenville Park 
attack

WARE -— Last Thursday, 
June 4, Ware Police arrested 
Daniel Eckert, age 19, of 112 
Glendale Circle after naming 
him as a person of interest in 
the Friday, May 7 attack on 
26-year-old Ware resident, 
Shiloh Skerritt. Tips from wit- 
nesses and video recordings of 
the event led to Eckert’s arrest. 

A second, more aggressive 
attack occurred on Skerritt 
on Saturday, May 8, involv- 
ing a 15-year-old male and an 
11-year-old male. During this 
attack, Skerritt’s shoulder was 
broken. 

Eckert appeared in Eastern 
Hampshire District Court in 
Belchertown on Friday, June 
4, where he was charged with 
assault and battery on a person 
with an intellectual disability 
and assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon (shod foot). 

Eckert plead not guilty to 
the charges and was released

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Named a person

WARREN — A Spencer man, 
who died in 2016, was named on 
June 3 as a 
person of 
interest in 
the abduction 
and murder 
of 16-year- 
old Molly 
Bush almost 
21 years 
ago. She

on June 27, 
2000, where she worked as a life- 
guard, and her remains were found 
in Palmer on Whiskey Hill almost 
three years later. 

Francis “Frank” P. Sumner Sr. 
has been named a person of inter- 
est in the murder of Molly Bush, 
Worcester County District Attorney

Joseph D. Early Jr. announced on 
June 3. 

Sumner, who died in 2016, is 
being investigated in the 2000 mur- 
der of the 16-year-old after investi- 
gators recently received new infor- 
mation. Sumner, born in 1945, was 
active in the Central Massachusetts 
area from 1960 through 2016. He 
was known to operate auto repair 
shops in the Spencer, Leicester and 
Worcester areas. Sumner lived in 
Spencer prior to his death. 

Investigators are looking for tips 
from the public, specifically for 
information relative to Sumner’s 
employment practices/personnel, 
associates, vehicles, travel and any 
known habits. 

Bish’s family and Early’s office 
have run several tip campaigns 
regarding Molly Bish’s murder 
over the last few years. 

According to published reports, 
Sumner was convicted of kidnap- 
ping and aggravated of another 
16-year-old girl in the early 1980s, 
and served time in prison for the 
crime. 

This announcement comes just 
weeks before the 21st anniversa- 
ry of Molly’s disappearance from 
Comins Pond in Warren on June 
27, 2000. Molly Bish was a resi- 
dent of Warren and was working 
as a lifeguard at the pond. Some

personal possessions, such as her 
Quaboag Regional High School 
identification card, were found at 
Comins Pond. Her disappearance 
set off a massive search. 

Her remains were found nearly 
three years later in the woods of 
Whiskey Hill in nearby Palmer. 

State Police Detectives assigned 
to the Worcester County District 
Attorney’s Office encourage any- 
one with information on Sumner or 
any additional information on the 
Molly Bish case to call the anony- 
mous tip line at 508-453-7575.

WARREN — The Warren Board 
of Selectmen hired a new police 
officer at its meeting on Thursday, 
June 3, at 6 p.m. in-person at the 
Shepard Municipal Building and 
via Zoom. 

Police Chief Gerald Millette 
introduced Christos Tsigas to the 
board for consideration in filling 
a part-time position that is vacant 
on the department. Tsigas resides 
in Worcester and has experience 
as a corrections officer in addition 
to being a police officer. All were 
in favor of hiring Tsigas for a one- 
year term. 


ACO discussion 

BOS Chairman David Dufresne 
recused himself from the discus- 
sion due to conflict of interest as 
Animal Inspector Tamara Dufresne 
is his wife. She presented informa- 
tion she has gathered regarding a 
kennel for the town. Dufresne said 
she spoke with Sheri Gustafson, of 
the state’s Massachusetts Animal 
Fund program for animal control 
officers, who told her the ken- 
nel does not have to be a specif- 
ic type of building, it just has to 
hold a dog safely. Dufresne said 
the Wilbraham ACO has his own 
boarding facility at this home, 
which the town utilizes as a kennel. 

Dufresne said there is a board- 
ing facility in town that has agreed 
to contract with the town for the 
kennel. The facility would only be 
needed if there was a lost dog, and 
they were unable to find the dog’s 
owner immediately. The dog owner 
would be responsible for paying 
the fees to get their animal back. 
Dufresne said the town would only 
pay if no one claimed the animal. 
Dogs would be held for seven to 10 
days, at a maximum cost of $250 
that town would have to pay. 

Dufresne said the town would 
be saving a lot of money as they 
would not have building fees or 
maintenance, and felt this would be 
the town’s best option. BOS Vice 
Chairman Richard Eichacker asked 
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Warren welcomes new police officer 


Dufresne if she could balance 
ACO responsibilities in addition 
to her animal inspector position. 
Dufresne said she was “excited for 
the opportunity to build this up,” 
and has been researching train- 
ings required to become ACO. 
Dufresne said she hopes to update 
bylaws and develop the website 
to give residents more resources. 
Eichacker and BOS Clerk Derick 
Veliz appointed Dufresne as the 
town ACO. 


Sewer staffing 

David Dufresne said the town’s 
attorney said Warren can hire for 
the sewer department. Dufresne 
said they can bring retired Chief 
Operator Shawn Romanski back if 
he is willing, in addition to anoth- 
er hire under the chief operator 
pay scale. Dufresne told the Sewer 
Commissioners that Romanski 
needs to call the retirement board 
immediately to stop processing his 
retirement paperwork. Romanski 
would be paid a lump sum at the 
end of one year. Dufresne said 
the board hoped Romanski would 
agree to return, saying, “We’re 
doing this because we need 
Shawn.” 

Dufresne said many towns 
need sewer operators. The BOS 
will have an executive session on 
Thursday, June 10 to discuss fur- 
ther issues with the sewer depart- 
ment. 


Senior tax program 

Dufresne said he would like 
to reinstate the senior tax pro- 
gram, that was put on hold due 
to COVID-19. Seniors are able to 
volunteer hours at various town 
departments to reduce their tax 
rate. He said many seniors “really 
depend on the program.” The board 
agreed to reinstate the program. 
Dufresne said information about 
the program would be available on 
the town website. 


Flags 

The board received correspon- 
dence from the Veterans Council, 
seeking assistance with placing 
flags for veterans. Dufresne said 
they will make sure this gets done 
and the veterans receive prop- 
er respect. Dufresne announced 


that another veteran passed away 
recently, Robert Downing, age 91, 
a World War II veteran who lived 
in West Warren. Eichacker said 
Downing was very active in town 
government and will be missed. 


STM 
A Special Town Meeting will 
be held June 15 at 7 p.m. in the 
Shepard Municipal Building to dis- 
cuss the water treatment plant. 


Town Administrator committee 
Eichacker announced that the 
Town Administrator prescreening 
committee is seeking residents to 
join. He said they can submit a 
letter stating why they would like 
to join the committee and send it 
to the Selectmen’s office in the 
Shepard Building at 48 High St.

“Everyone worked well togeth- 
er, we all knew each other and we 
many of the people in town and 
they knew us,” said Sue Teczar, an 
RN for 20 years.

There is nothing more disappointing to 
visit the garden and see the pepper or broccoli 
plant that you nurtured indoors for weeks or 
months chopped down at the soil line in a 
single night and left there to wither in the 
sun. According to Barbara Pleasant in “The 
Gardener’s Bug Book,” (Storey Publishing 
$14.95) cutworms are most active at night. It 


es are you'll find the soft, hairless caterpillar 
nearby. Be brave and squish it. Better yet feed 
it to your chickens, mine find them especially 
tasty. One wive’s tale was to put a long nail 
next to the seedlings. I tried it once, still had 
cutworms, then had to get all the nails out of 
my garden!

Can the U.S. sustain the international order?

We don’t often think that how the U.S. con- 
ducts itself at home has much impact on how 
we face the world, but it does. You’d be amazed 
at how closely people in countries all over 
the globe follow events here and count on the 
United States to lead the way. When it’s messy 
at home, it’s hard to sustain the strength and 
readiness to turn our attention outward. 

Doing so is especially important right now 
because what we’ve come to term “the interna- 
tional order” is under stress. It’s not collapsing 
by any means, but U.S. leadership faces chal- 
lenges and if we’re divided and unsettled at 
home, it will be much more difficult to respond 
appropriately. 

What is the international order? It’s essen- 
tially the set of structures and values that 
evolved during the 20th century to resolve 
disputes, promote commerce and free trade, 
undergird economic development and invest- 
ment, further contacts and exchanges between 
nations and their citizens, and protect human 
rights. It’s based on mutually-negotiated rules 
and initiatives that, in a well-functioning world, 
are promoted by institutions such as the UN, 
the International Monetary Fund and World 
Bank, the World Trade Organization, the World 
Health Organization, and others. 

These days, though, it’s fair to say that 
there’s no aspect of the order we once took 
for granted that isn’t at least facing questions. 


This is in part because, at the moment, both 
China and Russia are asserting their interests 
and, often, working actively to undermine ours. 
At the same time, the U.S. role is less prom- 
inent than it once was. Our allies, especially 
after the four years of the Trump adminis- 
tration, are uncertain of our commitment to 
global leadership given that we questioned 
longtime alliances, withdrew from institutions, 
pulled out of international accords, and in gen- 
eral pulled back from the web of alliances 
and agreements that we had helped shape in 
earlier years. Understandably, our friends and 
allies wonder how much they can count on 
us and our adversaries are eager to test us. 
At the same time, forces beyond the control of 
any government are reshaping the global pic- 
ture. Nationalism is stronger, conflicts between 
countries seem to be ratcheting up, and many 
societies are struggling with growing diversity, 
declining tolerance, and a turn toward authori- 
tarianism. On the whole, international power is 
less concentrated and more widely distributed, 
which presents challenges to global institu- 
tions and makes it more difficult to pursue 
much-needed reforms within them. 

In this situation, it’s crucial that democ- 
racies such as the U.S., Europe, Japan, and 
Canada recognize the importance of the role 
they play in sustaining and revitalizing the 
international order. It’s by no means a given 
that it can endure, but the democracies have an 
advantage: for many people around the world, 
the more authoritarian alternatives are not espe-

cially appealing. 

Even so, the work of strengthening the 
world order will require a concerted effort that 
blends both cooperation and firmness. We have 
to strengthen our alliances of course, as well 
as shore up and broaden arms control efforts. 
Countering authoritarianism in all its facets 
will be an ongoing challenge. And we need 
constantly to gauge how best to be a benign 
world power, helping to resolve conflicts and 
slow to use force—not ruling it out, but relying 
on it wisely and only when necessary. 

Finally, as I suggested at the beginning, our 
strength on all these fronts will come from 
making sure that we are strong at home: that 
our economy is robust, our finances and debt 
are manageable, our elections are fair and well 
run, our infrastructure 1s revitalized, we invest 
in the future of our businesses through research 
and development, and we invest in the future 
of the American people by focusing attention 
on education and skills development. If we can 
do all that, then we will have earned the right 
to lead the world in navigating the challenges 
facing the international order.

Will my retirement benefits be cut because of my state pension?

Dear Rusty: I took early retirement at 20 
years from the Louisiana public school system 
in 1996. Since then, I have continued to work 
in private schools, except for two years in pub- 
lic schools. I now have over 20 years in the 
Social Security system. Are they going to take 
money out of my tiny early state retirement 
check or lower my Social Security check? Is 
it true I can continue working and draw Social 
Security? I have reached full retirement age - I 
am 68. Signed: State Retiree 


Dear State Retiree: There are 27 US 
states (including Louisiana) which, to varying 
degrees, do not require state employees to con- 
tribute to the federal Social Security program. 
Retirees in those states with a pension earned 
while not contributing to Social Security, and 
who still earn enough Social Security credits 
(from other work) to be eligible for Social 
Security benefits, are affected by a regulation 
known as the Windfall Elimination Provision 
(WEP), which reduces the amount of your 
Social Security payment. So, the answer to 
your question is yes, your Social Security ben- 
efit will be reduced as a result of your LA state 
pension and WEP (your LA retirement benefit 


won’t be affected). 

The amount of the reduction to your Social 
Security benefit will depend upon the num- 
ber of years of “significant’’ earnings you 
have been contributing to the Social Security 
program. With 20 or fewer years of Social 
Security-covered earnings, you would incur 
the maximum WEP reduction, which is either 
a) 50% of your state pension amount, or b) the 
maximum WEP reduction for your “eligibility 
year’ (the year you turned 62, which I believe 
was 2015). In the case of b), the maximum 
WEP reduction to your Social Security benefit 
would be $413/month. 

Since you say you have “over 20 years” 
contributing to Social Security, be aware that 
the size of the WEP reduction to your Social 
Security will be smaller for each year over 
20 that you have significant Social Security- 
covered earnings. For example, with 21 years 
of Social Security earnings, your WEP reduc- 
tion would be $371/month; with 25 years 
of Social Security contributions your WEP 
reduction would be $206/month; and with 30 
years of Social Security contributions, WEP 
would no longer apply. As you can see, the 
WEP reduction to your Social Security benefit 
decreases proportionally with each year over 
20 that you have significant earnings and con- 
tribute to Social Security, and WEP disappears 


with 30 years of significant Social Security 
earnings. 

Be aware that WEP will not affect you until 
you are collecting both your state pension and 
your Social Security benefit, and that for each 
full year you continue to work and contribute to 
Social Security the WEP reduction will dimin- 
ish. And since you’ve passed your full retire- 
ment age you can collect Social Security and 
work without your benefits being affected. But, 
in any case, you shouldn’t delay claiming your 
Social Security benefit past age 70 because that 
is When your Social Security benefit will reach 
maximum.
